Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—[{Special.]— 


,| Senator Morgan of Alabama has thus far had 


a little the better of his fight against the other 
eighty-seveh United States senators. He 
talked continuously for four hours or so to- 
day, and although he was vastly tired by his 
performance, he was by no means exhausted. 
As a matter of extreme courtesy to him a 
night session was not insisted upon, but in- 
stead a recess was taken until 10 o'clock to- 
morrow morning, when there will be another 
talkfest and the aged senator from Alabama 
will be forced to hold the floor himself or con- 
sent to a vote. 

For the greater part of the time this after- 
noon not half a dozen senators were in the 
chamber, and Mr. Morgan droned along be- 
hind closed doors without interruption, save 
on two or three occasions, when in a mere 
spirit of mischief, and to let his colleagues 
know he was still doing business at the same 
old stand, he called for a quorum. 


he repeated the old speech he has made be- 
fore the foreign committee three or four 
times. Much of the matter he related had 
previously been given to the world during 


years back. There is no doubt about the 
ability of the senate to coerce Mr. Morgan 
into silence. He cannot possibly stand up 
for a day at a time and continue talking, al- 
though if he were permitted to sit down, as 
he does in the committee room, there is

continue the fight single handed, there‘ts an- 
other element which must bé taken into con- 
sideration, which is the attitude of Mr. Quay. 
‘The Pennsylvania senator, without any 
mincing of words, says he was tricked into 
consenting to a continuous executiye session 
for the purpose of passing the canal treaty, 
Representation was made in caucus that if 
the treaty was not passed the treaty with the 
French company would expire and serious 
complications would ensue. For this reason 
alone, Mr. Quay says, he consented to lay 
aside the statehood bill. Unfortunately, 
while caucus was in session, the president 
was cabling to Paris his acceptance of the 
Panama company’s offer. This action, Mr. 
Quay now says, removed all danger of losing 
control of the canal, and he therefore de- 
clared in secret session today that he had 
been tricked into an agreement by the repub- 
lican caucus and would not feel bound to 


stand by his promise any longer than seemed 


wise for his own ends. 
Today's debate in the senate demonstrated 
as far-as anything can be demonstrated in 
hat peculiar body that an arbitrary limit to 
debate is not likely to come at any time in 
the upper house of congress. Both repub- 
Jicans and democrats united in denouncing 
closure as an invasion of the rights of the 
minority. The republican leaders made good 
use of the fact that if closure or the previous 
question had been in operation in the senate 
the force bill would undoubtedly have passed, 
whereas the democratic minority, by exer- 
cising their constitutional right of debate, 
actually had killed that measure. 

The memory of this served to arouse some 
of the strongest senators on the democratic 
side, and they made it perfectly clear that 
they would never agree to an arbitrary time 
for voting on the statehood or any other bill. 
This relieved the minds of the republican 
leaders to a large extent, as it showed they 
could not be forced to vote as long as any 
senator in the chamber was willing to talk. 

This seems to insure the defeat of the state- 
hood bill as an abstract proposition, but it 
will be hard to avoid a vote on the statehood 
amendment to the postoffice appropriation 
bill. As soon as the executive session over 
the canal is disposed of the postoffice appro- 
priation bill will have the rightof way, anda 
vote will be probably forced on the statehood 

It seems likely now that the Cuban treaty 
| cannot be reached atthis session. Word was 
received today almost direct from the White 
house that an extra session of the senate 
would be called if either the Cuban or the 
canal treaty failed. An extra session of the 
house is not so certain, although attention is 
called to the fact that if the Cuban reciproc- 
ity treaty is passed by the senate alone it 
will not be actually free from suspicion, and 
might be successfully attacked by some dis- 
satisfied importer, which would seem to in- 
dicate that if the Cuban treaty fails at all it 
will be necessary to have both houses of con- 
gress in session to secure the much desired 
reciprocity. 

President today anticipated the 
retirement of Maj. Gen. Hughes, which takes 
place in April under the operation of the law, 
and sent to the senate the nominations of 
Inspector General Breckinridge and Quar- 
termaster General Ludington to. be major 
generals. They will retire at once with their 
new rank, and the vacancy will be filled by 
the promotion of Brig. Gen. James F. Wade, 
who will remain in that rank for a number of 
years, and may possibly be promoted to the 
lieutenant generalcy before he retires in 1907. 

Maj. Gen. Davis will retire next July and 
this will result in the promotion of Brig. 
Gen. Samuel 8. Sumner. Lieut. Gen. Miles re- 
tires on Aug. 8, and Maj. Gen. Samuel B. M. 
Young wilt be promoted to the place and be- 
come the chief-of staff of the army. This will 
create still another vacancy in the list of 
major generals, which will, in all probability;

| LONDON POLICE THE ust 


NEW YORK OFFICIAL PRAISES THE 


SYSTEM. 


Magistrates’ Upholding of Those Who 
Make Arrests Instead of Ceysuring 
Patrolmen, as Is Often Case in Unit- 
ed States, Said to Improve Moral 
Tene of Foree—Deputy Courmission- 
er Piper of New York Shows Where 
Cities in America Are Lacking. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
LONDON, Feb. 18.—[Special.]—Interesting 
comparisons of the police system in London 
with that in the larger cities of the United 
States are made by Capt. A. W. Piper, dep- 
uty police commissioner of New York, who 


| is here on a tour of observation. 


That the London method is superior tn 
many ways Capt. Piper admits, and he says 
the American cities can learn much from 
this city. One point in particular he dis- 
covered, and that is that the man arrested 


‘here is punished, not released and the officer 


criticised, as is so often the case in the United 
States. This, he holds, adde much to the 
efficiency of the force bere and gives it a 
better mora! tone. 


- Finds Traffic Better Regulated. 

Several improvements in equipment may 
result from Capt. Piper’s obsérvations. In 
an interview today Capt. Piper said: 

* There is a general idea in New York that 
the London police regulate traffic better than 
we do. I am going to see if we can improve 
our service any. This experience will help 
me ifa bill approving another deputy commis- 
sioner passes at Albany, because then I will 
have practically all outside work. 

“I noticed Tuesday that the demeanor of 
the people here seems to be more subservient 
than that of the Americans. The average po- 
liceman here is more civil and there isa nat- 
ural tendency for one man to be more polite 
thananother. This is, perhaps, constitutional, 
Our police haven't the time to tell strangers 
what time the 4 o’clock train goes. 

“The instructions here are no more 
stringent than ours, but when a policeman 
makes an arrest here for a disobedience of 
the rules of the road the magistrate invariably 
holds and punishes the person arrested, 
while nine times out of ten when we make 
an arrest for this reason the magistrate turns 
the man loose without fining him, and cusses 
the policeman for bringing him to court. I 
think that it is the magistrates’ lack of ap- 
preciation of the policeman’s duties that 
causes most of the trouble in New York. 


Busiest Centers Need Reform. _ 
“Where we need reform is in the bustest 
centers, In these places in London the traffic 
moves 25 per cent quickerthanours. This is 
owing to the regulations that between 10 in 
the morning and 6 in the evening carters are 


not allowed to back up to the sidewalk or to 


deliver coal, casks, or heavy freight which 
blocks streets, This is what we have got to 
come to in New York, and it seems to me that 
the change will have to be radical. The étore- 
keepers will have to open-earlier in the morn¢ 
ing or keep opén later at night to get their 
goods handled. 

“In the London warehouse district there 
ate little ints 
Mares, where heavy 
freight can be handled hout interfering 
with the general traffic. New York wastes 
all the space equivalent to these alleys. Look 
out of the windows of our big stores and 
what do wesee? A lot of waste Space strewn 
with empty packing cases and other litter. 
Why should not the storekeepers be com- 
pelled to utilize this space for building back 
entrances, the same as tn London. 


| Dark Lanterns Are Wanted. 

' “There are one or two minor things we 
do not pay sufficient attention to. The po- 
lice here all carry capes. Ours constantly 
are reported off their posts and always say 
they had to go to get @ cape or something 
we have not provided: Further, at night 
the police here all carry bull's eye lanterns. 
I think this would be an excellent thing for 
our police for the proper inspection of doors 
and locks.’’ 

Capt. Piper, who arrived here Tuesday on 
the steamer Minnehaha, was just in time to 
witness the royal procession to parliament, 
for which the police gave him special facili- 
ties. Today he conferred at Scotland Yard 
with Col. Sir Edward Bradford, commis- 
sioner of the metropolitan police, and de- 
voted the remainder of the day watching 
the street traffic in the West End. Tomor- 
row, attended by officials, he will watch the 
control of heavy traffic in the city warehouse 
district and also the Whitechapel coster 
street trading district. On Friday Capt. Piper 


‘ wiil go to Paris to investigate the police 


methods there, after which he will spend 
two days in London, He will sail for New 
York on Feb. 25. | 

Capt. Piper’s investigations, on which he 
will base his recommendations, promises to 
be made in record time for sitch a compre- 
hensive mission. He proposes to learn all 
that there is to be learned of the London 
and Paris system in one week.

EPIDEMIC THREE WEEKES OLD Is 
CLADE G NEW VICTIMS. 
All Efforts to Check the Disease Freve 
. Futile and Many Patients Are Sent 
to Other Towns for Treatment— 
Eight Néew Onses Reported at Cor- 
nell University and Many Among 
the Citizens—School Gives sa to 
Plant. 


Ithaca, N. Y., Feb. 18.—[ Special. ]—Eight 

new cases of typhoid fever were reported 
from Cornell university today and eight more 
patients were sent out of town. The number 
of deaths in the town, including the univer- 
sity, to date is twenty, nine of the fatal casts 
being among the students. 
_ Another university hospital was opened at 
Stimson hall today. The university infirm- 
ary is crowded with patients, and so are 
many wards in the annexes. 


Third Week of the Epidemic, 

This is the third week of the epidemic, and 
a large number of the first cases are reaching 
the crisis, 

Local physicians are unable to cope with 
the disease, owing to’the large number of 
cases, and numbers of patients have been 
sent out of town. Trained nurses from hos- 
pitals in Syracuse and elsewhere have come 
to the assistance of the medical profession. — 

There are now 350 cases of typhoid fever In 
the city and the university, with more being 
developed every day. : 

Hundreds of Students Flee. 

Six hundred students have filed from the 
university, to remain until the scourge has 
spent its 

The city council tonight accepted the offer 
of $150,000 made by President Schurman of 
the university. The money will be used for 
the immediate construction of a filtration 
plant. 

This is the first instance in which absolu® 
proof is furnished that impure drinking water 
has resulted in an epidemic of typhoid fever. 
In other epidemics the physicians have had 
theories. In this one they have proof. 

All Biame Laid on Water. 

All the danger, all the illness and death 
are laid at the door of the impurity of the 
water supply. The water, hitherto supposed- 
ly pure, but now repudiated by every one, 
is said to be the cause beyond question. Not 
a doubt, not a suspicion as to any other cause 
aré expressed upon the streets. No doctor, 
with few exceptions, gives any other reason 
for the presence of the fever. 

The water supply comes from Buttermilk, 
Six Mile, and Fall creeks. The present epi- 
demic is traceable to contamination of Six 
Mile creek by a crew of Italians, who about 
two months ago were working upon-@ new 
dam which the Ithaca Water Works com- 
pany began the construction of ata point a 
few. miles from the city line. 

No Check to Contamination. 

The purpose of the dam was to impound 
the water, to furnish an increased supply 
during the summer months. Through re- 
cent investigations of the local health board 
it was revealed that sufficient care to prevent 
contamination of the creek was not taken by | 
those in charge... According to Mayor Miller. 
there was illness, presumably typhoid, 
among anda to this cause 
is traceable the presence in Ithaca of illness 


and death. 


: Serious as the condition would appear, 
with so many suffering with fever, it is clear 
that the city now has awakened to a realiza- 
tion of its position. 

President Schurman of Cornell university 
offered the city $150,000 to provide a system 
of filtration. The offer, as stated, has been 
accepted. The board of health has ordered 
all persons to boil water intended for drink- 
ing purposes and the citizens are carrying 
out the order. 

No similar epidemic has been know in the 
country since the fearful scourge at the Hill 
school at Pottstown, Pa., a few years ago,

WILL COUNT VOTE AGAIN 


ELECTION BOARD PRACTICALLY 
DECIDES TO GO AHEAD. 


Judge Tuley Hears Arguments on In- 
junction Obtained by N. R. Engels 
and Dissolves It, ROling Also Cover- 
ing Points Involved in Writ Ob- 
tained by Mr. Lorimer—Appeal to Be 
Taken, but Commission Probably 
Not te Wait for Higher Court. 


* As a resuit of the decision rendered by 
Judge Tuley yesterday, dissolving the injunc- 
tion obtained by Nicholas R. Engels, the re- 
count of ballots in the Durborow-Lorimer 
contest may begin today. After receiving 
the court’s conclusions the board of election 
commissioners held. a long conference, and 
‘it ig understood that a majority found there 
was nothing to prevent, Notary F. & Mc- 
Clory proceeding at once with the recount. 
Engel’s.injunction was not the only one is- 
sued, but it is understood that Judge Tuley’s 
ruling sets all aside. 

When the election board decided that under 
the law it must permit the recount of ballots 
in the Sixth congressional district, Judge 


Engels, restraining the board from putting 
its order into effect. Engels is one of the de- 
feated democratic candidates for county 
commissioner, and with others he is contest- 


illiam Lorimer, defendant in the contest 

brought by A. C. Durborow, his democratic 
opponent in the race for congress, obtained a 
similar injunction from Judge Hanecy. Ef- 
forts were made to have the cases heard by 
some of the judges of the United States court. 
Judge Grosscup sent the attorneys back to 
the Circuit court, and then Judge Tuley 
consented to hear arguments on the Engels 
injunction. The understanding was that his 
decision would practically settle the status 
of the whole effort to prevent the recount. 

In substance Judge Tuley decided that it 
was clearly beyond the right of any court of 
equity. to interfere in an election. contest. 
He held that it would be an interference of 
the judicial department of government with 
the political. He thought the value of the 
ballots as evidence in other contests—those

A story grew out of the meeting of the 
south park board yesterday that a mammoth 
lake front museum is to be erected by Mar- 
shall Field at a cost of $10,000,000 as soon as 
the board shall have secured thé passage 


‘of the act giving control of all the Lake 


Front park to the South park commiasioners. 

This story stated as a fact that N. H. Car- 
penter of the Art institute represented Mr.. 
Field before the commissioners and laid the 
plans for the proposed museum before them. 


Here Is the Real Plan. —

jested in the improvement of the lake front 
park are endeavoring to secure from the leg- 


} islature an act transferring to the board 


control of that portion of the park north of 
the Art institute, now under state control. 

They are endeavoring to vest all the park 
rights with the park commissioners and to 
remove the obstacles which property owners 
at present may put in the way of buildings 
‘on the lake front—such obstacles as Mont- 
gomery Ward has set up in the past. 

They want the power to issue bonds for 
the filling in of the basin east of the Illinois 
Central tracks and north of Monroé street 
and its conversion into a park, and they want 
control of it. 

When all these things have been secured 
itis the purpose to show Mr. Feld that there 
@re no obstacles in the way of a project 
which he is known tohaveinmind. At pres- 
ent the active party in the project is com- 
posed of the citizens who want the museum 
erected, and is not the man who, it is hoped, 
‘will build it finally. 


Present Interests Conflict. 


“ What we want is a centralization of con- 
trol in the park board,” said H. N. Higin- 
botham, who. represents Mr. Field in the 
museum matter. ‘*‘ By we is meant the citi- 
zens who are interested in the museum pro- 
ject and in park improvement. At present 
there are a half dozen interests controlling 
parts of the park. The commissioners con- 
trol some, the state controls some, the city 
controls some, and property dwners control 
& part. There are no obstacles which can- 
not be removed, and when they have been 
removed it will be time for consideration 
ofa museum plan. Then, if Mr. Field wants 
to build the museum, it will be possible.” 

Mr. Carpenter, who was described as the 
representative of Mr. Field, said: 

“It is not true that I represent Mr. Field. 
Il represent the Art institute. The com- 
missioners were not considering the museum 
plan, but park improvement. I don’t know 
who started the museum talk. I didn’t.” 

A meeting of the park commissioners and 
the citizens interested will be held this even- 
ing at the Union League club, The subject 
to be considered will be that of a bill to se-

Museum Idea Undergtood. 

It is said to be the desire of Mr. Field to 
present to the city, under park control, a 

structure to contain.exhibits now in the 

Field Columbian museum in Jackson park. 

The location of the present structure is con- 

sidered unsatisfactory. Its temporary con- 
struction, requiring constant renovation, is 
also a source of disSatisfaction. 

It is said’that Mr. Field contemplates the 
erection of a building which will eclipse any- 
thing of the kind ever undertaken in the city. 
Unauthorized plans detail that Italian mar- 
ble probably will. be used in external con- 
struction work, and that eminent sculptors 
will be employed to embellish the structure, 


Cost of Providing Site. 


An outlay of $500,000 will be needed to fill 
in the lake east of the Illinois Central rail- 


_Yoad tracks in order to provide the site for 


thé proposed museum. This preliminary step 
could be finished within a year, according’ 
to the view of the « issioners, provided 
no delay ensues 0\ Ne passage of the 


_ proposed act to authorize the necessary bond 


issue. 

The Illinois Central railroad has been no- 
tified already to construct a wall inclosing 
the eastern line of its right of way, and from 
this wall the submerged land is to be re- 
claimed from the lake as far out as the gov- 
ernment breakwater. Extending as far 
south as the limits of Grant park, the land 
thus reclaimed is designed to compose a 


seetion of the lake front property which 


is to be extended to the southern extremity 
of Jackson park.. 

Mr. Carpenter suggests that the park com- 
missioners also take charge of the building 
and grounds surrounding the Art institute. 
The contents, he explains, could continue 
under the management of the Art Institute 
association. As an argument for this course 
Mr. Carpenter declares that the city is in- 
competent to.care for the grounds.

Council to Take Hand. 


Mandatory measures to compel the Penn- 
sylvania to elevate its tracks in Campbell 
avenue,' between Twelfth and Thirty- -first 
streets, are being pushed by Ald. Zimmer, 
and he é¢xpects them to receive the approval 
of the track elevation committee. The courts 
gnay be ¢alled on to decide whether this part 
of the system should be elevated on a coun- 
cil anedr. Mayor Harrison says the Penn- 
sylvania ordinand¢e for track elevation on 
Stewartiavenue, being in the nature of a con- 
tract, cannot be hastened, as the company 
has several years in which to lift those tracks. 

Records of the coroner’s office show that 
since Dec. 1, 1902, thirty-nine inquests have 
been held on victims of railroad trains at 
crossings. In a number of cases the juries 
censured the railroad company. 

According to data prepared by the priest, 
besides the eighty fatalities, the Pennsyl- 
vania grades are responsible for over 200 ac- 
cidents in which the victims were injured. 
In two of the accidents street cars were run 
down. 

N umber of Victims Increases. 

In spite of the elevation of the tracks, the 
number of grade crossing fatalities has in- 
creased for three years. In 1900 the number 
of deaths at grades was 96; in 1901, 133; and 
in 1902, 144 before Nov. 23. Since that time 
the records show the following inquests:

Such threats have been frequent, but the 
janitors pay no attention to them. Several 
have been discharged, but all resist every at- 
tempt to force them out, even to appearing 
in court and fighting against a writ of ouster. 

One case was brought yesterday in Justice 
Prindiville’s court against Walter Jones, jan- 
itor at 1038 Sheridan road. Jones is said to 


have denied the right of Mrs. John Wood- 


strom to have him thrown out. 

On the south side the same tactics are be- 
ing pursued. At 4449 Oakenwald avenue W. 
J. Parry, a union member, holds the fort, 
while in the large sixteen flat building at 
Cottage Grove avenue and Thirty-fourth 
place four janitors scoff at those who desire 
them to move that others may be employed. 

The demands made on the landlords are 
similar to those. framed by the janitors in 
Hyde Park and Woodlawn last Saturday, 
and which many building managers accept- 
ed. They define what shall constitute the 
janitors’ duties, fix a wage scale, and provide 
for an arbitration board. 


Janitor Writes His Complaint. 


The officers of the union are jubilant over 
the prospects. They say they have 1,800 
members and control over 3,000 buildings 
with 30,000 tenants. They declare every cold 
snap is bringing in members. One of the ap- 
plications received yesterday reads in part 


| as follows: 


‘“‘One of the janitors here receives the 
munificent wages of $6 a month for working 
from 5a.m.to1l p.m. He hasa living room 
in the basement partitioned off from the 
light. The other janitor does all kinds of re- 
pairs,-no trade men ever being employed. 
This janitor is deaf, has no certificate, and 
some day he will blow up and not know any- 
thing until he be 7,000 miles up in the air. 
Building has no fire escape. Do something 
and the terrants will call you blessed.”’ 

‘* We have sent out a referendum vote ona 
strike,” said Business Agent F. McWatters 
yesterday, “‘ and expect the vote to be count- 
ed on Friday. On Saturday we will strike 
in every building that has not signed.”’

“It can be imagined, for instance, that 
the council committee might have made a 
suggestion that the ninety-nine year act be 
submitted to an arbitration board, to be com- 
posed of three judges to be mutually selected 
who should pass upon the validity as well 
as the value of the claims under the ninety- 
nine year act. The finding of this board 
should be final, and it would give a basis for 
valuing the act. The committee today does 
not say it is not willing to give some value to 
the act.” 

To Resume Negotiations Soon. 


Resumption of negotiations between the 
city and the traction companies is looked for 
inside of three weeks. How far the negotia- 
tions will proceed or what form -they will | 
take is, however, another question. Neither 
side of the controversy takes the ground that 
the adjournment.of Monday was final, and 
both sides are in a frame of mind where 
anything in the way of a plausible sugges- 
tion for getting together again would be 
acceptable. 

One ‘thing, however, is stated without dis- 
pute. Were the negotiations to be resumed 
today and the utmost dispatch used in con- 
ducting them, with no serious differences of 
opinion between the committee and the trac- 
tion companies, it would be impossible to 
have an ordinance ready to be voted on by 
the council before the next election. 

The thing bothering the traction companies 
now is whether !{t would be wiser to resume 
the negotiations in the near future or post- 
pone the whole matter until atter the election. 
Their representatives explain that the trouble 
is not as to whether a discussion during the 
heat of a campaign might change or not 
the election of a mayor, but they are wonder- 
ing what the effect would be on the individual 
alderman. 

Fear Promises of Candidates. 

It is in the nature of the average alder- 
manic candidate, as of some aspirants for 
the mayoralty, to promise anything In sight 


in return’ for votes, and the proposition is 


that if the public mind is kept excited by 
the debates between the council committee 
and the companies during the campaign the 
aldermanic candidates may promise streets 
paved from curb to curb and lighted and 
swept all the time, 2 cent fares, with 40 per 
cent compensation to the city, and a number 


of other things which would makeit difficult | 


for the candidates when elected to vote for 
any ordinance. 

On the other hand, the companies are fac- 
ing the position that if they absolutely delay 
any further negotiations until after election 
they will be accused of trying to influence 
the decision of the voters at the polls, and 
in the meantime the council is apt to be 
flooded with orders, resolutions, and ordi- 
nances calling on them to do everything, 
from furnishing universal transfers to put- 
ting gold mounted handrails on the night 
cars. 

In the meantime the committee can do 
nothing until after the annual appropriation 
bill gets out of the finance committee, and 
that will not be for at least two weeks yet. 


NEGROES ARE NOT DISMAYED. 


Booker T. Washington Says the Race 


Has Seen Darker Days than 
Ones. 


Tuskegee, Ala., Feb. 18.—The twelfth an- 
nual Tuskegee negro conference began its 
sessions at Tuskegee institute today. Pres- 
ident Booker T. Washington, in his opening 
address, said in part: ‘‘ Throughout the en- 
tire race we must keep alive a feeling of hope 
and encouragement. We have seen darker 
days than those through which we now 
seem to be passing.’’ The conference adopt- 
ed resolutions concluding with the declara- 
tion that “ prosperity and peace are depend- 
ent upon good relations between the races.”

In the government's petition against the 

. packers, which was.reviewed by Judge 

Grosseup, certain charges are made of which 
the following is a summary: 

That they were buying live stock and convert- 
ing it into fresh meats. 

That they sold these fresh meats, at the place 
of preparation, to dealers in other states, and 
shipped them pursuant to such sale, and were 
thus engaged in interstate commerce. 

That they shipped fresh meat to their agents 
im the different states there to be sold, and thus 
engared in interstate commerce. 

That they controlled about 60 per cent of the 
total interstate trade in fresh meats. 

That they entered an unlawful conspiracy to 
hold down the price of live stock, forcing the 
Owners of the stock to sell at a less price than 
they would receive if there was competition. 

That they entered an unlawful conspiracy to 
raise and lower the prices of fresh meats arbi- 
trarily, imposed penalties for deviation from fixed 
prices, restricted shipments, and kept ‘ black- 
lists of delinquent dealers. 

That they required their agents to make uni- 
form charge for cartage in making deliveries. 

That they made agreeménts with railroads 
whereby they received rebates on freight rates, 
to the disadvantage of others engaged in the 
same general business and in violation of the 


law. 
Packers’ Defense Overruled. 

In their defense the packers denied they 
were engaged in interstate commerce, or 
that they had made any agreement in’‘re- 
gtraint of trade. It is to these two points 
Judge Grosscup devotes the larger part of 
his decision, deciding against the packers in 
both cases, as follows: 

“What may be called the body of these 
transactions ts twofold. It reaches back- 
ward to the purchase of cattle that come to 
defendants from states other than those in 
which defendants manufacture; and it reach- 
es forward to the sale of the meats, after con-

It is none the less so merely because the loeal 
incidents or facilities for.such purchase are 
to be regarded as outside the interstate char- 
acter of the transaction.

* Coming to the other branch of the trans- 
action—the sales by defendants—a like re- 
suit follows. -Unquestionably it is interstate 
commerce when purchasers from other states 
buy directly from the defendants and have 
the meats shipped to them by the venders.

Finds Unlawful Combination. 


“The next inquiry is this: Do the facts set 
forth in the second grouping fix on the trans- 
actions, even though the transactions be 
within the body of interstate commerce, the 
character of unlawful combination. Whether 

‘ the combination be unlawful or not, depends 
on whether it is in restraint of trade. 

“The general meaning of that term is no 
longer open to inquiry. It has been passed 
on carefully by the Supreme court, and the 


statute, thus interpreted, has no concern with 
prices, but looks solely to competition, and to 
the giving of competition full play by making 
iiiegai any effort at restriction upon competi- 
on. Whatever combination’ has the direct 
and necessary effect of restricting competi- 
= tion is within the meaning of the Sherman 
act, as now interpreted, restraint of trade. 

“Thus defined, there can be no doubt that 
the agreement of the defendants to refrain 
from bidding against each other in the pur- 
chase of cattle is combination in restraint of 
trade; so also their agreement to bid up prices 
to stimulate shipments, intending to cease 
from bidding when the shipments have ar- 


rived. 
Violate the Sherman Law. 


“The same’ result follows when we turn 
to the combination of defendants to fix 
| prices on and restrict the quantities of meat 
shipped to their agents or their customers. 
Such agreements can be nothing less than 
restriction on competition, and, therefore, 
combination in restraint of trade: and thus 
_ view the petition as an entirety makes out 
a case under the Sherman act. 
“It may be true that the way_of enforc- 
*ing any decree under this petition is beset 
with difficulties, and that a literal enforce- 
ment may result in vexatious interference 
with defendants’ affairs, but in the inquiry 
before me I am not at liberty to stop before 
such considerations. The Sherman act. as 
interpreted by the Supreme court, is the law 
of the land, and to the law as it stands both 
court and people must yield obedience.” —

NEW-SYSTEMOF TELEPHONES - 
_ FOR CONVENIENCE OF POLICE. 


Switchboard Will Be Put In at Central 


Connecting All Other Stations and 
Lines—O’ Neill Defends His Men. 


All police stations in Chicago are to be 
placed in communication with any telephone 
by means of a switchboard at the Central 
station, which will connect the public tele- 
phones with the police wires. — 

Chief O'Neill said yesterday that such ar- 
rangements had been made at the suggestion 
of A. 8. Hibbard, genral manager of the 
telephone company. It will be in operation 
as soon as the switchboard can be placed in 
position. 

“ This will be a solution of the telephone 
question,” said Chief O'Neill. Instead of 
having to leok through a long list of num- 
bers and names to get a police station, all 
that a citizen will have to do is to call the 
Central office, and whatever station is desired 
can be connected at once. 

‘**I do not see how the telephone question 
could have caused a criticism of the police 
department,”’ added the chief in discussing 
the attack made by City Electrician Ellicott. 
‘‘ Even the enemies of the department will 
admit that the force is made up of fearless, 
brave, and courageous men. 

‘‘ The telephones were removed from some 
of the stations because the company insisted 
on it. We have police wires and most of our 
business is transacted over them. Police 
calls were free. All that was necessary was 
to tell the operator that the call was on police 
business, which made the use of slugs un- 
necessary.

World’s Most Prosperous Nation. 

* There is no country on the globe so pros- 
perous as ours,’’ said Mr. Hutchinson, “‘ and 
none in the last five or ten years has ac- 
cumulated so much wealth. Yet in a na- 
tion’s accumulation of wealth is not true 
prosperity, but where this wealth is most 
widely distributed. America’s prosperity is 
not due to the immense fortunes possessed 
by a few individuals, but to the distribution 
of nine-tenths of the wealth among the peo- 
ple. Half the families own their homes, and 
in the country’s savings banks are $2,500,- 
000, 000. 

**In the last twenty years wages have been 
increased greatly, while interest rates have 
decreased, both tokens of prosperity. Yet 
prosperity is not stable, though we may 
have an even greater era than we at pres- 
ent enjoy. In spite of the increase in the 
number of the trusts and the growth of pri- 
vate fortunes, the people in general are 
wealthier, from the farmer of the western 
states who is becoming the banker of today 
to the laboring people in the cities, 


Labor’s Demands a Menace. 

* Yet the present era must wane, and even 
now the signs are in the sky. The first 
check will come, not from overproduction, 
but from the growth and demands of or- 
ganized labor. In Chicago we are confront- 
ed by conditions due to this, and our weak 
city gove.nment is encouraging thesg con- 

tions. We need a strong and wise gov- 
ernment in the city as well as in the nation, 
one that will punish the lawbreaker, be it 
labor umion or corporation, union man or 
capitalist, poor man or rich man. | 

‘**Our city is not a perfect one when the 
best citizens are indifferent tp its welfare, 
Our streets are unpaved, the smoke nuisance 
reigns, and crime is rampant. There is need 
for them to rise and give the city a govern- 
ment powerful and competent, one that will 
recognize the citizens’ interests and work 
for them. 

‘“‘We must think of the dangers as well as 
the opportunities in prosperity. No man is 
really prosperous who does not take ad- 
vantage of the opportunities for better men- 
tal training or travel and for aiding his fel- 
low men. | 

‘*In our present prosperity there is less 
incentive to risk in business or deceit and 
crime than in former days, yet power with- 
out character is dangerous and great wealth 
without a sense of responsibility to the peo- 
ple is a menace. Material prosperity that 
does not take into account the welfare of 
the people may be considered a curse rather 


than a blessing.’’ -

a Cost of 3 Gents a Pound and Make 
' More Trouble for Standard Oil Com- 
pany’s Amalgamated Concern—Lat- 
ter May Secure the Property—Ten- 
nessee Coal pieacindeaod Spends All Its 


Surplus. 


It transpires that tle Utah Consolidated 
Gold Mines, limited, is finding that its prop- 
erty contains an unexpected rich supply of 
copper, gold, and silver. It is preparing to 
increase its output and double its smelting 
capacity. It is developing ore of such rich- 
ness that copper, which is the principal pro- 
duction of the mine, can be produced at 3c 
a pound. This is due to the value of the gold 
and silver ore, intermingled with the copper.

ed company almost hopeless. But with the 
gold and silver deposits found in Utah ore 
the problem of the Amalgamated position 
can be greatly simplified, and the friends 
of that corporation are already largely in- 
terested. It may be that this has had some 
influence in advancing the price of Amal- 
gamated Copper stock, but it would not ac- 
count for the advance in other copper 
shares. 

The Utah Consolidated is an English cor- 
poration with a capital of £300,000. 

The Lewisohns have undertaken to man- 
age the copper stock markets of New York 
and Boston. They have introduced to the 
New York curb proper not only Utah Con- 
solidated but Tamarack and Osceola.

COPPER ONLY FIR FIRM 


OF THREE HOLIDAYS 
CAUSES SAGGING 


Pessimistic Foreign Cables Regarding 
the Situation in Macedonia Increase 
the Tendency — Traders Sell New 
York Central on Rumor of a New 
Issue of Stocks and Bonds—Rise in

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—([Special.}—The 
same factors that were at work yesterday 
and which will in all probability remain ef- 
fective throughout the week made the stock 
market dull to the point of stagnancy. Prac- 
tically. the only active stock on the list was 
Amalgamated Copper, and if it had not 
been for the strength of this stock and a few 
other securities the sagging tendency of the 
market probably would have resulted in a 


lower range of prices than actually was re- 


ported. The natural desire of traders to re- 
duce their holdings. over the approaching 
‘three days’ holiday, now definitely fixed by 
the action of the governors of the stock ex- 
change today in deciding to close the ex- 
change oh Saturday, was increased by the 
pessimistic tone of foreign cables regarding 
the political nen in Macedonia. .

Mrs. Sallie Hallowell Holds That the 
Father Must Be Head of the House- 
hold—Mrs. Emma Andree Thinks 
the Mother the Natural Director of 
Conduct of Both Children and Hus- 
band—Rights of Offspring Classified 
and Debated. 


“We don’t do men justice. We can’t get 
along without them, and there’s no use say- 
ing that we can.”’ 

This defense of mere man was made by Mrs. 
Sallie Hallowell at a meeting of the Hull 
House Woman's club yesterday afternoon. 
She was replying to Mrs. Emma Andree, who 
expresse@ the conviction that the mother is 
the natural family ruler and that it is dis- 
tinctly within her province to control “ both 
husband and children.” 

Mrs. Andree found it impossible to permit 
man to rest in the elevated niche in which 
he had been placed, and concluded her un- 
complimentary remarks by shocking the 
club members:-with the advocacy of corporal 
punishment under the old rule, “ Spare the 
rod, spoil the child.”’ 

Of the women who participated ifthe de- 
bate on the *‘ Rights of Children ”’ only Mrs, 
Andree was unwilling to grant the husband 
a share tn the domestic responsibilities, and 
only Mrs. Andree was of the opinion that 
children have already too many rights. 

Father Head of the Household. 

The debate hinged on the relative impor- 

tance of father and mother tn the family 
‘eircle. 

Mrs. Hallowell removed her coat as the 

debate waxed warm. “ The father is the 


_ head of the household,” she said with empha- 


‘sis; ‘“*he ought to have as much as his wife 
to say about the rearing of his children. 
The children are just as much his as they 
are hers. Children ought to be taught to 
have a reverential feeling when the word 
* father’ is spoken to them.” 


Rights of Children Classified. 

Before the question of the duties of hus- 
band and wife brought discord into the meet- 
ing the rights of children had been resolved 
into the following: 

The right to ask questions. . 

The right to have their a 

The right to have clean streets to play on. 

The right to have clean faces ¢c 

The right to education. 

Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen said that the first 
right of the Pohila is to be well born, to have 
healthy and mofal.parents. She urged that 
the reading of good books and the thinking 
of pure, uplifting thoughts by the prospective 
mother would do more than anything else to 
influence the life of her offspring. Mrs. Bow- 
en said the child has a right to ita own opin- 
ions, and that as the child grows to manhood 
it ought to be permitted to choose its own 
vocation.

The club of the future will 
be the club for both men and women, the 
elub which will afford its hospitality to hus- 
bands and wives. Clubs are for work, not 
for women.” 

Mrs. Heywood urged women to unite with 
the men in the union labor movement and
